Cruel bodily injuries have resulted from 
this course of action. The danger arises 
from the fact that olives are the staff oi 
life at picnics.

should occasionally furtively bolt 
sandwich as a matter of prevision, since 
the eatables may all be consumed or the 
inevitable rainstorm come up before the 
ladies are fully waited upon. Any one 
can get through a picnic day safely anc 
comfortably without ice creftm, maca- 
roons, frosted cake or other delicacies 
but sustenance of some sort he mus 
have.

ties of the Treasury Department has just 
completed its compilation of the foreign 
trade of the United States for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1892. 
It shows an 


apparent balance of trade in our favor of 
$202,944,341. At first sight this appears 
to be a very healthy showing, but let us 
look a little further and try and discover 
how this balance of trade has been settled. 
A great many people caiiiiot ste why it is 
that we continue to export gold when the 
balance of trade is two hundred million 
dollars in onr favor. If they understood 
the financial situation Ibe cause would be 
Viry plain. To put the case in a nutshell, 
the European money kings have more than 
five billion dollars invested in securities 
and properties located to the United States. 
The five billion dol'ars Is supposed to be 
earning an averaga rate of Interest of five 
per cent. In round number* the yearly 
interest amonnta to two huTu'dred and filty 
million dollars. This year, owiug to the 
tightness of the money murkuts of Europe 
caused by an enormous over-supply of 
bonds and mortgigi-o, tha Uioney kings of 
Europe, in place of reinvesting the. interest 
in more Aniarioau securities, are eimyly 
collecting-the interest, and that is why on: 
gold ia going to Europe. With normal 
trade conditions it would take two or three 
years fur Europe to absorb all onr go'd in 
settlement of the interest account. The 
goUlbug idea of getting this gold back is to 
buy it with more bonds. This, to some 
people, is getting monotonous. Paying the 
interest of debts with more bonds and 
mortgages has been going on for the last 
twenty-five years. If it continues much 
longer the United States will be in the 
bands of a receiver and the people will be 
figuring how many cents er mills their 
property will pay on the dollar of their 
debts, Truly the goldbngs of Europe and 
Wall Street have got the people in the 
worst financial tangle on record. 
Just 


think of the enormous strain that the gold- 
bugs bave put on the sis hundred million 
dollars of gold located in the United States. 
They want the people to pay fifteen bun. 
dred million dollars a year interest with it, 
transact the business of the country and, 
lastly, they say it would be a dishonor for 
the people to pay their debts, «hioh amount 
to more ttuin fortv^bilhoa dollars, with any- 
thing fUe but gold coin. If yon want this 
condition of affairs to continue in an ag- 
gmated form vote for Harrison or Cleve- 
land 
Ifyou are in favor of the free coin- 


age of silver, financial transportation and 
land reform vote for General Weaver.
